Parks in the form ‘of a trust deed 
bonding all of the property of the 
Huttig Manufacturing company of 
Muscatine in an amount not to ex- 
ceed $900,000, to the Chicago Title 
and Trust company, as trustee, and 
Abel J. Davis as co-trustee. 

The bond indenture filed today 
includes all of the property and 
real estate of the company, which 
is one of the largest sash and door 
factories in this vicinity. 

The indenture states that the 
board of directors. of the Huttig 
company, on Jan. 12, 1931, adopted 
a’ resolution to issue 15-year first 
mortgage 6 and 1-2-per cent serial 
gold bonds not exceeding $900,000 
for the purpose of securing - bonds 
of the company and to execute and 
deliver its first mortgage in the 
form of a deed of trust. The 
bonds, dated Oct. 1, 1930, are in 
denominations of .$1,000, $500 and 
$100. ‘

Charging an illegal and. wrongful conspiracy to injure him 
by attempting to close the Baker hospital and radio station 
KTNT, Norman Baker today filed suit in district court here 
against the American Medical association, the Iowa State 
Medical society and the Muscatine County Medical society ask- 


The petition was filed late this afternoon by Attorneys C. 
P. Hanley and W. D. Randall for Mr. Baker. 


the defendants on or about 


April 4, 1930, published and circulated letters signed by a com- 
mittee of the Muscatine County Medical society comprising 
Drs. T, F. Beveridge, L. C. Howe and A. J. Cone, belittling the 
work of the Baker hospital,.then known as the Baker institute, 
and seking to secure the co-operation of the members of the 
defendant organizations in influencing the Federal Radio com- 
mission to close radio station KTNT. 


Tried to Use Pressure 

This letter was followed by an- 
other published and circulated in 
June over the typewritten signa- 
ture of Vernon D. Blank, managing 
director of the Iowa State Medical 
society, in which affidavits were 
sought for use before the Fed- 
deral Radio Commission, the let- 
ter stating that it is an official 
order of the society officers that 
the members co-operate. Facsimile 
copies of these letters are shown 
elsewhere in this issue. 

The petition alleges that the- 
medical group tried to use pressure 
on the Federal Radio commission 
to prevent the renewal of the li- 

of KTNT and 


'NT’s license. = 
“Used False. Propaganda” 

That false and malicious propa- 
ganda was circulated by the med- 
ical groups in an effort to deter 
patients from coming to the Baker 
hospital, is another allegation of 
the petition. The defendants caused 
propaganda to be circulated and 
published stating that cancer was 
an incurable disease and could not 
be successfully treated except with 
operations, X-rays and radium, it 
is claimed. All this was done de- 
spite the fact Mr. Baker had pub- 
licly proclaimed that cancer is 
curable without the use of any of 
these treatments. The defendants 
refused to 
claims although frequently invited 
to do so, the petition points out. 
An offer made by Mr. Baker to 
attend the annual convention, in 
1930, of the Iowa State Medical so- 
ciety, held at. Marshalltown, and 
explain the treatment of cancer at 
the Baker hospital was refused by 
the state society, according to a 
statement made by Mr. Baker to- 
day. He said his claims were ridi- 
culed in the official publication of 
the state society. Baker also posted 
a certified check for $5,000 payable 
to anyone who can prove that he 
has misrepresented in his claims 
that cancer is being cured or has 
been cured at the Baker hospital. 

Notice Not Yet Served 

That the original notices have 
not yet been served upon the three 
defendants was stated by attorneys 
for Mr. Baker, who said that the 
notices would be turned over to 
the sheriff for service within the 
next few days. The case is filed 
for the March term of the district 
court here. 
The petition states that the 
American Medical Association and 
the Iowa State Medical Society are 
corporations - not for pecuniary 
profit and the Muscatine County 
Medical Society is a society not for 
pecuniary profit. There is no rec- 
ord in the county recorder’s of- 
fice that shows the Muscatine

Bridge- Auction and 
Contract

(This article is intended for the 
Auction and Contract Bridge be- 
ginner.) 














At Auction Bridge the above hand 
would be played with South the 
Declarer and a contract of one No 
‘Trump. 

At Centres Bridge South’s con- 
tract would be three No Trumps; 
he would bid one originally and 
North would jump to three. 

In the play West would lead his 
fourth bést Club (the Seven) and 
dummy should play the Jack so as 


to hold the trick if the Club lead}. 


was from Ace-King which, in view 
of the size of the Club that West 
led, would seem quite probable. 
When the Jack of Clubs won, the 
Declarer would be in position to 
count additional tricks as follows: 
three Sapdes, two Hearts and two 
diamonds. Oné more trick would be 
needed. Possibly the Spades will 
prove to be evenly divided and 
dummy’s thirteenth Spade will be 
the game-making trick; but if that 
be the case, it can always be made 
and if the Spades are unevenly 
divided, as is probable trying to run 
them will establish unnecessarily 
an adverse Spade. A better scheme 
would be to try to make the extra 
trick in Hearts, which will be easy 
if the adverse Hearts break even- 
ly. Of course an even division of 
the six adverse Hearts is not to be 
expected, any more than it is in 
Spades; but there is an even 
chance that the King of Hearts 
will be in the West hand, so dum- 
my should lead a Spade to trick 
2, and closed hand should win it 
and lead a small heart. 

If West permits dummy’s Heart 
to win, South should be put in 
again with a Spade to lead another 
small Heart. Note the difference 
in result if North leads the Queen 
of Hearts and South tries to fi- 
nesse. When holding Queen-Jack 
in one hand,and Ace in the other, 
but not Ten in either, the best play 
is to lead @ small card toward the

Pay Veterans Now 

No business before Congress de- 
mands more immediate attention 
than passage of legislation that 
provides for payment of veterans’ 
adjusted compensation certificates 
in cash at once. This is a duty 
uncompromisingly imposed on Con- 
gress by national self-respect. 

Congress passed the adjusted 
compensation law in May, 1924, 
establishing the government’s debt 
to each veteran as $1 a day for 
home service and $1.25 a day for 
overseas service during the war. 
This law made possible issuance. of 
3,600,000 certificates of an average 
value of $1,103. Each certificate, 
in the form of an insurance policy, 
bears the date of January 1, 1925, 
or the date of application, and ma- 
tures January 1, 1945. 

The amount of each policy ap- 
proximately equals the amount of 
adjusted pay the veteran is en- 
titled to receive, with 4 per cent 
interest campounded annually for 
twenty years. As his policy ma- 
tures the veteran is allowed to bor- 
row a small sum on it from the 
government. The sum he may 
borrow, however. is too inconse- 
quential to be of much assistance 
in time of stress. 

During the last ten years this 
country has paid off $10,000,000,- 
000,000 of its war debt. Not one 
dollar of that vast sum 
@ deeper obligation than is re- 
presented by every dollar of world 
war veteran adjusted compen- 
sation certificates. These should 
be paid immediately without con- 
gressional bickering or political 
maneuvering. 

If there is to be any order in 
which national debts are paid, the 
men who sacrified themselves for 
this country in war service should 
at least be regarded as preferred 
creditors—Chicago Herald and Ex- 
aminer, 


Hard On Old Dobbin 

A new sight on Monroe county 
roads is a huge truck which forms 
the connecting link between the 
decrepit old horse on the farm and 
a glue factory in Kansas City. The 
price paid for an animal on foot 
is $1 to $2, according to size. Once 
the deal is made the old horse is 
led up to the rear of the truck and 
shot dead with a pistol, following 
which a wide endgate drops to the 
ground and the horse is dragged 
into the vehicle by a derrick. The 
entire proceedings does not re- 
quire more than 10 minutes. 

When a truck load has been ac- 
cumulated the horses are carried 
swiftly to Columbia, thence to Kan- 
sas City. In another day they are 
ready to come back to the farm, 
but a greatly increased valuations, 
in the shape of fertilizer and glue.

Newspaper Mistakes 
Newspaper publishers who are 




















driven to near insanity, by the 
futile effort to keep errors from 
getting into their papers, and read- 
ers who take delight in pointing 
out the occasional mistakes which 
all newspapers‘make, may now de- 
vote their energies to other pur- 
suits. The perfect alibi has at last 
been found. Some newspaper man 
—it must have been a harrassed 
mechanical superintendent or com- 
posing room foreman—has mathe- 
matically worked out the number 
of changes for mistakes in one 
column of print. The number is 
70,000 to one. This brilliant col- 
league has worked his problem out 
with this result: In an ordinary 
newspaper column there are 10,- 
000 letters of type; there are seven 
wrong positions that a letter may 
be put in; there are 70,000 chances 
to make an error, and millions of 
chances for transpositions. In 
short sentence, “To be or not to 
be,” by transpositions alone, it is 
possible to make 7,758,000 errors. 
The man who perfected this <e- 
fense deserves a special niche in 
journalism’s hall of fame. We re-

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How to Estimate Weight of Hay 

Find the length, depth, and 
breadth of the hay, in feet, and 
multiply these three dimensions to- 
gether; if the hay is on the wagon 
or newly stored, divide the product 
by 540; but if’ it is well settled in 
the mow or stack, divide by 512. If 
the hay is baled, 270 cubic feet will 
weigh a ton. The number of cubic 
feet in a circluar stack is found 
by multiplying the average circum- 
ference in yards by itself and this 
product by four times the height 
of the stack in yards; then point 
off the two right-hand figures and 
multiply the result by 27.
